My dear Mr. Bose;

I understand from my Secretary, who is sending it on by afciplfcil, 
that a letter has aleo come from Amiya to which I will reply so soon 
as I receive it here. 

Aa touching your inquiry about a Correspondent for the new 
journal, "The Nation 11 (on which I congratulate you), I am a little 
at a loss aa to wnat suggestion to make. 1 myself do not know in 
London any young Indian or Englishman wlith whom X am efficiently 
acquainted to recommend him. It occurs to me that Fenner Brockway 
might have somebody in mind, tut whether you will be prepared to 
ta*e Fenner Brockway’ s recommendation xdfiikiixR is another matter. 

It is just possible that my daughter, who is a protegee of Herbert 
Morrison's and a scholar of Somerville, mi^it be prepared to do it 
subject to my revision, but it seams to be likely that you would 
want some more experienced joumali8t. I myself am contributing 
articles every other month to a journal called “Eurasia", and you 
may happen to have seen these contributions. To undertake however 
a weeSy article is a rather heavier obligation and might have its 
difficulties owing to the fact that 1 am so frequently away. 

However 1 will chew over the matter more fully and see 
whether I cai make any constructive recommendation, in which case 
I will send you a note by air mail.

May I add that I very much hope that in the next eighteen 
months 1 shall be able to come out again, perhaps with my wife.
